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HOSPITAL  REVIVES  HISTORIC  RUSH  NAME  BY 
REINSTATING  MEDICAL  SCHOOL  AFTER  27  YRS. 


The  old  Rush  Medical  College, 
steeped  in  the  tradition  of  more  than 
100  years  as  a degree  granting  in- 
stitution from  1837  to  1942,  has  been 
reactivated  after  being  defunct  for 
a quarter  of  a century.  The  college 
has  been  incorporated  with  Presby- 
terian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  and  Health 
Center  to  form  the  Rush  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Medical  Center. 

The  merger  was  announced  by 
Albert  B.  Dick  III,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  follows  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Report  on  Edu- 
cation in  the  Health  Fields  which  was 
compiled  for  the  State  Board  of 
Higher  Education  in  1968. 

Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  president 


of  the  new  educational  and  health 
complex,  said,  “It  is  also  our  plan 
to  establish  during  the  next  decade 
the  Rush  Health  University  which  will 
embrace  the  Rush  Medical  College, 
and  create  the  Rush  Graduate  School 
of  Health  Sciences,  and  the  Rush 
School  of  Allied  Health  Sciences.” 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  first  stu- 
dents admitted  to  the  Rush  Medical 
School  will  arrive  in  the  fall  of  1971, 
and  that  by  1975,  the  school  will  have 
about  100  entering  students  per  class. 

In  line  with  reactivation  of  the 
school,  a plan  is  being  developed  to 
expand  and  replace  some  of  the 
older  physical  facilities  of  Presby- 
terian-St.  Luke’s,  provide  academic 


buildings,  and  increase  the  educa- 
tional endowment. 

An  initial  phase  of  the  building 
program  for  the  new  medical  center 
includes  a six-floor  expansion  of  the 
Professional  Building  to  house  stu- 
dent activities,  and  two  floors  to 
the  Jelke-South  Center  Building  for 
additional  research  and  academic 
facilities. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved 
four  items  as  Phase  I of  the  medical 
center’s  development  program  fol- 
lowing recommendations  by  the  Fa- 
cilities and  Planning  Committee.  The 
approved  items  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  appropriation  of  $4,300,- 
000  for  completion  of  six  additional 
floors  on  the  Professional  Building 
to  be  used  as  follows: 

The  sixth  floor,  temporary  loca- 
tion of  the  medical  library  and  medi- 
cal staff  lounge;  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  floors  as  academic  space, 
classrooms,  offices  and  some  labo- 
ratories: 10th  floor  for  administra- 
tion, finance  and  industrial  relations; 
the  11th  floor,  as  a data  processing 
center.  The  plan  was  formulated  with 
the  understanding  that  some  of  these 
facilities  would  be  relocated  in  the 
future  to  provide  space  for  addi- 
tional doctors’  offices. 

2.  That  $500,000  be  allocated  for 
planning  funds  to  complete  Jelke- 
South  Center  building  with  an  im- 
mediate plan  for  funding  the  con- 
struction. 

3.  That  $134,000  be  allocated  for 
an  additional  72  spaces  to  the  park- 
ing structure  already  funded  for 
$1,351,000,  including  $40,000  for  pur- 
chase of  property  and  demolition  of 
the  building  at  the  south  end  of  the 
structure,  and  $94,000  for  design  and 
construction  of  additional  space. 

4.  That  $65,000  be  allocated  for  a 
transformer  and  improved  electrical 
service  in  Schweppe-Sprague  Hall.

GIBBONS  HEADS 
EDUCATION  AREA 

The  Rev.  James  L.  Gibbons,  the 
hospital’s  nev\/  associate  director  for 
the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and 
Education,  will  take  charge  of  the 
department's  educational  programs. 
His  background  for  the  position  in- 
cludes 11  years  as  a chaplain 
teacher.  Including  more  than  two 
years  at  Bishop  Anderson  House  and 
six  years  at  the  West  Side  Medical 
Center. 

Rev.  Gibbons  is  a graduate  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  and 
earned  his  theological  degree  from 
Southern  Methodist  University.  He 
began  clinical  studies  at  Methodist 
Hospital  in  Dallas,  Tex.  while  a theo- 
logical student  and  continued  at 
state  hospitals  in  Austin  and  San 
Antonio,  Tex.  Previous  employment 
included  that  of  chaplain  teacher  at 
the  Audy  Home  for  Children  and  the 
Illinois  State  Training  School  for 
Boys. 

Rev.  Gibbons,  a Methodist,  is  on 
the  faculty  of  the  Divinity  School, 
University  of  Chicago,  and  the  Evan- 
gelical Theological  Seminary.  He 
will  give  one  course  during  this 
academic  year  at  St.  Mary  of  the 
Lake  Seminary  of  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church. 

Chaplain  Gibbons’  other  profes- 
sional memberships  include  the 
Academy  of  Religion  and  Mental 
Health,  and  the  Illinois  Council  on 
Family  Relations.  He  is  president  of 
the  Interfaith  Association  for  Pastoral 
Care.

The  history  of  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  reaches  almost  as 
far  back  as  the  old  Rush  Medical 
College.  Presbyterian  Hospital  was 
founded  in  1883  and  was  merged  in 
1956  with  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  found- 
ed in  1864.  The  hospital  now  is  an 
844-bed,  teaching  and  research  insti- 
tution within  the  medical  center  dis- 
trict of  Chicago.  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital was  affiliated  with  Rush  Medical 
College  for  many  years  and  still  uses 
two  of  the  College’s  older  academic 
buildings.

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PROMINENT  MEDICAL  AND  ATHLETIC  FIGURES 
PARTICIPATE  IN  WINTER  SPORTS  SYMPOSIUM 


A winter  sports  symposium  was 
held  at  the  A.B.  Dick  Auditorium  on 
November  22  for  talks  and  panel  dis- 
cussions on  safety  in  winter  activi- 
ties. Speakers  from  various  parts  of 
the  country  participated  in  the  all- 
day forum  to  give  a thorough  presen- 
tation of  conditioning,  proper  equip- 
ment, medical  treatment  of  injuries 
and  the  anatomy  of  the  leg  and  knee. 

Highlighting  the  symposium  was 
Dr.  Robert  Oden,  an  orthopedic  sur- 
geon from  Aspen,  Colo.  Dr.  Oden 
presented  a film  prepared  in  con- 
junction with  the  National  Institute 
of  Health  and  the  National  Ski  Assn, 
showing  injuries  as  they  happened 
on  ski  slopes  across  the  country.  He 
discussed  his  treatment  of  fractures 
and  outlined  safe  conditions  for 
skiing. 

In  an  article  published  in  the 
Sun-Times  following  the  symposium. 
Dr.  Oden  was  quoted  as  saying, 
“skiing  is  a safe  sport,  so  long  as 
skiers  keep  themselves  and  their 
equipment  in  good  condition.”  He 
recommended  athletes  confined  to 
desks  much  of  the  year  keep  in 
shape  by  jumping  rope  15  minutes 
daily.  “It’s  good  for  the  muscles, 
heart  and  lungs,”  Dr.  Oden  said. 

Dr.  Theodore  Fox  placed  some 
emphasis  on  conditioning  but  mainly 
discussed  the  mechanism  of  the 
knee,  illustrating  his  talk  with  practi- 
cal experience  as  team  physician 
for  the  Chicago  Bears. 

He  was  followed  by  Dr.  A.  H.  Bur- 
stein,  a bio-mechanical  engineer 
from  Case  University  in  Cleveland. 
Dr.  Burstein  discussed  the  build-up 
of  energy  during  athletic  activity 
and  analyzed  the  body’s  ability  to 
absorb  energy  through  muscles,  tis- 
sues and  bones  in  case  of  a fall. 
He  described  the  amount  of  force 
a bone  can  absorb  by  twisting,  as 
well  as  what  kinds  of  fractures  re- 
sult from  various  types  of  stress. 

Dr.  Tenley  Albright,  1956  Olympic 
gold  medal  winner  for  women’s  fig- 
ure skating  and  a general  surgeon 
in  the  Boston  area,  talked  about  the 
athlete  in  training  and  measured 
good  conditioning  with  pulse  rate. 
She  illustrated  her  point  with  slides 
of  figure  skaters  whose  heart  beat 
per  minute  registered  as  low  as  38 
to  50  before  strenuous  exercise.  A 
workout  would  push  the  rate  to  230 
beats,  and  in  the  well-conditioned 
person  would  decrease  rapidly  to

the  original  level  after  exercise  had 
stopped. 

The  effect  of  cold  and  high  alti- 
tudes on  the  body  was  handled 
thoroughly  by  Dr.  I.  Drummond  Ren- 
nie, renal  research  physician  and  a 
member  of  the  hospital  staff.  He  re- 
lated his  research  findings  with 
slides  of  his  mountain-climbing  ex- 
peditions in  the  Himalayas. 

Dr.  F.  M.  Howard,  orthopedic  sur- 
geon, arranged  the  program  and 
helped  moderate.  Among  other 
scheduled  speakers  were  Alexander 
Doolas,  general  surgeon;  Frank  Jam- 


bois,  athletic  director  of  the  Chicago 
Athletic  Club;  Clay  Jones,  pediatri- 
cian; R.  D.  Corzatt,  orthopedic  sur- 
geon; William  Black,  National  Ski 
Patrol  adviser;  G.  F.  Pratt,  surgeon;

Geza  deTakats,  consulting  surgeon, 
followed  Mr.  Stanton’s  commemora- 
tion. Dr.  deTakats  characterized  his 
friend  and  former  patient  as  a 
“rugged  individualist”,  a “Renais- 
sance man.” 

The  rugged  individualism  alluded 
to  by  Dr.  deTakats  was  born  out 
through  anecdotes  recited  by  the 
third  speaker,  Norbert  Hildebrand, 
Mr.  Hildebrand,  an  administrator  for 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  and 
long-time  friend,  spoke  endearingly 
of  Vories  Fisher  as  the  man  who 
could  wear  a corduroy  suit,  red  flan- 
nel shirt  and  bow  tie  to  an  exclusive 
restaurant  for  lunch. 

He  humorously  referred  to  Vories’ 
enjoyment  of  a properly  stirred  mar- 
tini. When  once  asked  what  differ- 
ence the  stirring  made,  he  quoted 
Vories  as  saying,  “the  difference  is 
that  it  can  spoil  a man’s  lunch.”

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NASA  HELPS  RELAY 
TRANS-ATLANTIC 
MEDICAL  PROGRAM 

Two  attending  physicians  at  Pres- 
byterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  partici- 
pated in  an  educationai  project  that 
drew  upon  the  resources  of  space 
age  technology  to  communicate 
across  two  continents  the  medical 
advances  of  the  future. 

The  special  program  was  Medicine 
in  1980,  and  Drs.  Paul  H.  Holinger 
and  Franklin  S.  Alcorn  were  two  of 
only  a handful  of  American  medical 
personnel  and  scientists  to  partici- 
pate in  the  trans-Atlantic  relay  on 
March  13. 

The  event  marked  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  medicine  that  postgrad- 
uate medical  education  had  been 
televised,  live,  across  the  Atlantic 
from  the  NASA  Manned  Spaceflight 
Center  in  Houston,  Tex.,  to  Davos, 
Switzerland,  where  the  18th  Inter- 
national Postgraduate  Medical  Con- 
gress was  in  session. 

The  special  closed-circuit  televi- 
sion reached  over  30,000  German- 
speaking physicians  in  nine  cities  in 
Germany,  Switzerland  and  Austria. 
The  intercontinental  telecast  was  the 
result  of  cooperation  between  the 
German  Medical  Association  and 
CIBA  of  Switzerland,  in  conjunction 
with  CBS  and  the  German,  Austrian 
and  Swiss  television  networks. 

The  initiative  for  the  event  came 
from  Prof.  A.  Schretzenmayr,  presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  for  Postgraduate 
Medical  Education  of  the  German 
Medicai  Association.  Dr.  Gerald  Dor- 
man, president  of  the  American  Med- 
ical Association,  addressed  the  meet- 
ings in  Europe.

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CHAPEL  SERVICES 
HONORED  NURSING 
SCHOOL  FOUNDER 


Miss  M.  Helena  McMillan,  the 
founder  of  Presbyterian’s  School  of 
Nursing  and  its  director  from  1903 
to  1938,  died  in  a nursing  home  in 
Boulder,  Colorado,  recently. 

A memorial  service  honoring  Miss 
McMillan  was  held  April  16  at  2:30 
p.m.  in  the  hospital  chapel.  Speakers 
included  Miss  Edna  McCullough,  an 
alumna,  Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey  of  the 
Woman’s  Board  and  Dr.  Edwin  Mil- 
ler, representing  the  attending  staff. 

Miss  McMillan,  who  lived  to  101, 
expanded  the  nursing  profession  in 
those  years  by  her  work  at  Presby- 
terian and  her  involvement  in  nursing 
organizations.  She  served  five  times 
as  president  of  the  Illinois  State 
Nurses’  Association.  And  her  interest 
in  high  nursing  standards  was  re- 
flected through  her  work  with  the 
American  Red  Cross  on  local,  state 
and  nationwide  levels.  Miss  McMillan, 
a member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  American  Nurses’  Association, 
also  served  as  a director,  vice  presi- 
dent, secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
National  League  of  Nursing  Educa- 
tion. She  was  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nursing  Education  when  it 
formulated  the  standard  nursing  cur- 
riculum in  1917. 

Miss  McMillan’s  education  and  ex- 
perience were  wide.  She  earned  a 
B.A.  from  McGill  University  in  Mon- 
treal, Canada  in  1891  and  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  Illinois  Training  School 
for  Nurses  in  1894.  In  the  early  years 
of  her  profession  Miss  McMillan 
served  as  lady  superintendent  of 


ADMINISTRATIVE  RE-ORGANIZATION 
AIMS  FOR  IMPROVED  PATIENT  CARE 


Administrative  and  patient  care  re- 
sponsibilities have  been  re-organ- 
ized. The  re-organization  creates  a 
system  in  which  patient  care  pro- 
grams can  be  developed  more  ef- 
fectively and  existing  administrative 
and  patient  care  procedures  carried 
out  more  efficiently,  said  Gail  War- 
den, vice  president  for  administra- 
tion. 

The  re-organization,  the  result  of 
three  months  of  investigation  into  the 
responsibilities  and  functions  of  ad- 
ministrative and  nursing  personnel, 
reflects  the  decisions  of  the  man- 
agement committee,  nursing  and  ad- 
ministrative staffs. 

In  general  the  philosophy  behind 
the  restructuring  involves  increased 
effectiveness  on  the  hospital’s  part 
in  its  service  to  patients.  This  is  made 
possible  through  an  efficient  man- 
agement system  that  attempts  to 
simplify  the  chain  of  command,  direct 
employes  by  defining  their  responsi- 
bilities, provide  an  accountability 
system  that  measures  the  effective- 
ness of  patient-related  activities  and 
improve  the  hospital’s  environment 
for  increased  employee  satisfaction. 

In  particular,  the  operational 
changes  reflect  seven  guidelines  Mr. 
Warden  outlined  as  follows: 

1.  To  implement  methods  of  op- 
eration that  will  yield  a higher  qual- 
ity of  patient  care. 

2.  To  provide  an  accountability 
system  to  measure  the  effectiveness 
of  administrative  and  patient-related 
activities. 

3.  To  emphasize  patient  care  as  an 
end  product  of  departmental  func- 
tions. 

4.  To  create  a working  environ- 
ment conducive  to  employee  satis- 
faction and  morale. 

5.  To  resolve  operational  problems 
at  lower  levels,  allowing  department 
heads  to  expand  their  roles. 


6.  To  institute  changes  whenever 
necessary  to  assure  that  beds  remain 
operational,  patients’  needs  are  met, 
physicians’  orders  carried  out  and 
nursing  care  plans  are  developed  and 
followed. 

7.  To  accomplish  these  goals  in  a 
way  that  will  minimize  the  cost  of 
operation  yet  continue  to  make 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  a 
good  place  to  work. 

Personnel  Changes  Involved 

The  immediate  and  major  changes 
in  the  re-organization  revolve  around 
personnel  appointments.  The  division 
of  nursing  now  is  an  integral  part  of 
administration  with  Miss  M.Sue  Kern, 
division  chairman,  holding  the  posi- 
tion of  associate  administrator.  Her 
assistant  chairman.  Miss  Yvonne 
Mogen,  has  been  appointed  assistant 
administrator. 

Roy  White,  a newly-named  associ- 
ate administrator,  will  oversee  a new 
division  of  in-patient  care  services 
recently  created.  His  responsibilities 
will  include  the  operation  of  all  in- 
patient care  units,  the  coordination 
of  nursing,  unit  management,  service 
departments  and  ancillary  services 
at  the  patient  care  unit  level,  liaison 
with  house  staff  officers  and  divi- 
sional policy  and  procedure  coor- 
dinated with  the  division  chairman. 

Among  the  most  significant 
changes  is  the  appointment  of  David 
Buchmueller  to  senior  associate  ad- 
ministrator as  chief  assistant  to  Gail 
Warden.  Mr.  Buchmueller’s  organiza- 
tional grouping  will  include  general 
administrative  functions  assigned  un- 
der William  T.  Donahue;  ambulatory 
care  functions  under  Frank  Occhiuto; 
operational  support  under  Donald  P. 
Smith  and  James  Aiello;  institutional 
services;  administrative  systems  and 
pastoral  care  and  education.  Mr. 
Buchmueller  will  assume  responsi- 
bility for  administration  in  the  ab- 
sence of  Gail  Warden. 


Kingston  General  Hospital  in  Kings- 
ton, Canada,  and  as  principal  and  su- 
perintendent of  nurses  at  Lakeside 
Hospital  in  Cleveland.  Miss  McMillan 
spent  some  months  on  the  staff  of 
Henry  Street  Settlement  in  New  York 
City  before  her  appointment  in  1903 
to  establish  Presbyterian’s  nursing 
school. 

Two  years  before  her  retirement  in 


1938,  Miss  McMillan  earned  the 
Saunders  medal  “for  distinguished 
service  in  the  cause  of  nursing.’’ 
After  retiring  she  was  appointed  di- 
rector emeritus  and  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Woman’s  Board  and 
the  Alumnae  Association.  She  was 
the  honored  guest  at  many  functions 
in  1953  marking  the  50th  anniversary 
of  the  school. 
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HOSPITAL  ADOPTS  IMPROVED  PHONE 
SYSTEM  WITH  CHANGE  TO  CENTREX 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
changed  the  telephone  system  to  that 
of  Centrex  on  April  4. 

The  changeover  means  there  now 
is  direct  inward  dialing  to  each  tele- 
phone. Under  the  new  centrex  sys- 
tem, the  hospital’s  main  switchboard 
is  bypassed  to  relieve  the  heavy  load 
of  incoming  calls  on  a central  number. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  system  re- 
quires all  personnel  to  inform  their 
outside  business  contacts  of  their 
hospital  phone  number  to  encourage 
direct  dialing  instead  of  calling  the 
main  hospital  number. 

In  explaining  the  reasons  for  de- 
ciding to  change  the  hospital’s  tele- 
phone system,  William  T.  Donahue, 
assistant  administrator,  said  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  had 
“reached  the  physical  limits  of  the 
previous  telephone  system.”  He  said 
that  system  included  27  operators, 
2,700  phones  and  a budget  of  $500,- 
000  yearly  for  employees  and  tele- 
phone service.  He  added  the  hospital 
previously  spent  $27,000  to  $30,000 
per  month  on  phone  bills.  One  advan- 
tage of  the  new  Centrex  system  is 
that  “each  telephone  will  get  its  own 


bill,”  said  Mr.  Donahue. 

Mr.  Donahue  added  another  ad- 
vantage of  the  Centrex  system  is 
that  the  hospital  is  free  of  having 
to  expand  physically  to  include  the 
growth  in  telephone  service. 

Among  the  features  of  the  Centrex 
phone  system  are  the  following: 

1.  Incoming  calls  — direct  inward 
dialing — are  received  directly  at  your 
desk  without  the  aid  of  an  operator. 

2.  Level  9 for  dialing  outside  num- 
bers are  available  as  in  the  old 
system. 

3.  All  calls — local,  suburban  and 
long  distance — will  be  billed  to  your 
number. 

4.  Departments  having  more  than 
one  terminal,  in  most  cases,  have 
an  automatic  hunt  system;  if  one 
phone  is  busy,  the  call  automatically 
is  directed  to  a second  number. 

5.  The  necessity  of  night  lines  is 
eliminated  since  Centrex  telephone 
service  is  24  hours  daily. 

Changeover  to  the  new  Centrex 
system  means  personnel  have  re- 
ceived new  phone  numbers  and 
should  continue  to  inform  the  people 
they  deal  with  of  the  change. 


MRS.  O'NEILL  COMPLETES 
REHABILITATION  COURSE 


Mrs.  Joanne  P.  O’Neill,  R.N.,  co- 
ordinator of  the  medical  rehabilita- 
tion unit  in  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  was  one  of  several  nurses 
from  hospitals  and  nursing  homes 
throughout  the  Chicago  area  who 
participated  in  an  advanced  course 
on  “Rehabilitation  Nursing  for  Pro- 
fessional Nurses.”  The  three  week 
course  was  February  16  through 
March  6. 

The  program  provided  a broad  re- 
view of  the  principles,  techniques 
and  problems  involved  in  the  care  of 
the  physicaliy  disabled  patient  and 
offered  a comprehensive  and  prac- 
tical presentation  of  the  application 
of  such  care  in  the  hospital,  home 
and  long-term  institution. 

Completion  of  each  course  was 
marked  by  presentation  of  certificates 
to  participating  nurses  by  the  hos- 
pital’s executive  director,  Hubert  P.

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DISASTER  PLAN: 

METHOD  FOR  HANDLING  MASS 


THE  SURPRISE  DISASTER  REHEARSAL  that  was  executed  in  January  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  another  disaster  situation  at  an  unannounced  time  this  year  to  comply 
with  regulations  set  down  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Hospital  Accreditation, 
according  to  William  T.  Donahue  who  is  coordinator  of  the  emergency  plan. 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
executed  the  final  stage  of  its  dis- 
aster plan  in  an  unannounced  re- 
hearsal held  January  10  and  will  stage 
another  surprise  rehearsal  later  this 
year  to  test  the  efficiency  of  the  hos- 
pital’s emergency  preparations. 

As  soon  as  the  disaster  rehearsal 
was  announced  throughout  the  hos- 
pital at  10  a.m.,  personnel  were  mo- 
bilized into  precision  teams  to  carry 
out  emergency  procedures  as  out- 
lined in  phase  III  of  the  plan.  Phase 
III  temporarily  replaces  normal  hos- 
pital routines  with  a carefully  thought 
out  method  of  activity  designed  to 
insure  maximum  efficiency  to  facili- 
tate the  treatment  of  patients  on  a 
mass  scale. 

The  disaster  simulation  was  kept 
to  a limited  scale  by  its  use  of  only 
a portion  of  the  medical  staff  and 
departments,  but  was  geared  to 
check  key  points  of  the  procedure 
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to  beef  up  the  hospital’s  emergency 
preparations. 

The  rehearsal,  one  of  two  required 
each  year  by  the  Joint  Commission 
on  Hospital  Accreditation,  drew  upon 
the  hospital’s  resources  as  well  as 
those  of  the  Chicago  fire  department 
and  civil  defense. 

Fire  department  ambulances  trans- 
ported victims  with  simulated  in- 
juries from  the  Chicago  Fire  Acad- 
emy, where  the  preparations  were 
made,  to  the  south  center  entrance 
of  the  hospital  on  Harrison  Street. 

Complete  hospital  teams  were  on 
hand  to  record  patients’  names,  give 
preliminary  diagnoses  in  order  to 
rou'e  patients  to  the  proper  areas  for 
treatment,  and  to  transport  them  to 
the  designated  areas. 

The  making  up  of  injured  patients 
had  begun  at  8 a.m.  at  the  Chicago 
Fire  Academy  under  the  supervision 
of  Fire  Department  Captain  Harry 
Maker,  Lieutenant  Thomas  Dalton 
and  Commissioner  Robert  Quinn, 
head  of  the  Civil  Defense.  The  vic- 
tims included  students  of  the  Fire 
Academy  and  Dr.  H.  A.  Paul,  an  as- 
sociate surgeon  on  the  hospital  staff. 

Injuries  ranged  from  fractures  of 
the  arm,  leg  and  clavicle  to  facial 
and  abdomen  lacerations,  an  ampu- 
tated limb,  and  glass  and  metal  for- 
eign objects  in  the  back  and  chest. 
Dr.  Paul’s  simulated  injury  included 
glass  protruding  from  the  chest.  In 
the  course  of  his  treatment  as  a dis-

aster  patient.  Dr.  Paui  was  to  anaiyze 
the  provisions  and  efficiency  of  the 
hospital’s  disaster  procedure. 

Disaster  Plan 

That  plan,  in  its  final  stage,  can 
provide  for  300-500  total  casualties 
with  up  to  100  serious  cases  requir- 
ing hospitalization.  The  disaster  can 
be  caused  by  any  situation  ranging 
from  a railroad  or  subway  accident, 
a fire  or  explosion,  to  a tornado,  riot 
or  bombing  in  the  vicinity  of  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital. 

Activation  of  various  phases  of  the 
disaster  plan  follows  the  decision  of 
the  hospital’s  senior  executive  offi- 
cer upon  consultation  with  division 
chairmen  and  the  disaster  control 
officer. 

Phase  III,  which  interrupts  all  nor- 
mal hospital  activities  to  implement 
the  complete  disaster  procedure,  or- 
ganizes medical  and  nursing  per- 
sonnel into  teams  with  specific 
stations  and  duties.  Non-medical 
personnel  are  organized  to  maintain 
the  functions  of  their  departments. 

The  hospital  has  designated  spe- 
cial areas  as  rallying  points  for  per- 
sonnel not  required  to  maintain  nor- 
mal patterns  of  patient  care  or  not 
assigned  a specific  station  or  duty. 
Those  available  persons  will  be 
asked  to  offer  services  in  their  field 
on  an  “as  needed”  basis,  and  may 
be  recruited  to  pinch  hit  in  some  un- 
related capacity  until  the  arrival  of 
appropriate  employes. 
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MISS  ELLIS  RETIRES  AFTER  40  YEARS 


There  aren’t  many  people  who 
work  in  one  place  for  40  years,  but 
Helen  Ellis  had  been  that  dedicated 
to  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
until  her  recent  retirement.  Despite 
a party  arranged  by  pathology  where 
she  worked,  hers  was  a relatively 
quiet  exodus  from  the  hospital  and 
Chicago. 

Miss  Ellis  has  retired  to  a rural 
town,  Darlington,  Indiana,  just  30 
miles  from  where  she  was  born  on  a 
farm.  “The  country  has  never  quite 
been  removed  from  me,  so  I’ll  go 
back  to  a more  country-like  atmos- 
phere to  live,”  she  said. 

Despite  a B.S.  degree  from  Purdue 
University,  she  admits  she  was  lucky 
to  get  a job  in  Chicago  because  of 
the  Depression.  An  old-time  patholo- 
gist, the  late  Dr.  Carl  Apfelbach,  hired 
Miss  Ellis  in  1929  to  work  half-time 
in  the  clinic  chemistry  lab  and  the 
basal  metabolism  lab  for  $100  a 
month.  Miss  Ellis  recalls  she  learned 
of  the  job  via  the  mail  from  an 
agency  and  quotes  Dr.  Apfebach, 
“I’m  hiring  you  on  a gamble  for  I 
never  hire  anyone  without  a personal 
interview.”

MRS.  WEBB  EARNS  VOLUNTEER  AWARD  IN  DIALYSIS  WORK 


Mrs.  Glenn  Webb,  a volunteer  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  for 
more  than  seven  years,  has  earned 
the  volunteer  of  the  year  award  for 
her  services  in  the  dialysis  unit. 

In  announcing  the  award.  Miss 
Jane  Wheeler  Warren,  director  of 
volunteer  services,  said  Mrs.  Webb 
had  received  overwhelming  recom- 
mendations from  unit  staff  members 
for  her  dedication  and  creative  in- 
terest in  a job  that  had  never  been 
filled  before  and  was  difficult  to  ac- 
complish. 

In  February,  1969,  the  director  and 
staff  of  the  hemodialysis  unit  re- 
quested the  services  of  a volunteer 
to  help  boost  the  morale  of  patients 
undergoing  a six  to  eight  hour 
stretch,  twice  a week,  on  kidney  ma- 
chines. 


After  staff  consultations  and  a 
briefing  on  each  patient,  Mrs.  Webb 
investigated  the  situation  and  found 
funds  available  to  buy  handicraft 
materials  for  the  patients.

Webb  “has  helped  me  a lot.  She’s 
awfully  nice.”

J.  AFTER  EXPLAINS 
COMPUTER  USAGE 

The  automatic  control,  the  computer 
and  the  information  theory  groups  of 
the  Institute  of  Electrical  and  Elec- 
tronics Engineers  co-sponsored  a 
meeting  on  April  16  at  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  with  Dr.  Julia  T. 
Apter,  the  hospital’s  director  of 
mathematical  biology,  as  the  featured 
speaker. 

Dr.  Apter  discussed  “Medical  Sys- 
tems Data  Analysis”  and  explained 
the  problems  met  by  clinicians  in  the 
analysis  of  medical  data.  Many  clini- 
cians need  help,  for  example,  in  de- 
termining whether  certain  details  of 
the  data  are  due  to  artifacts,  to 
measurement  error,  or  to  previously 
unsuspected  characteristics  of  the 
real  system  in  question.  Often  clini- 
cians need  help  in  obtaining  accu- 
rate numerical  values  for  biological 
variables  that  are  not  accessible  to 
direct  measurement  in  living  human 
subjects. 

All  the  problems  discussed  were 
actually  solved  by  Dr.  Apter’s  group, 
using  mathematical  models  with  ana- 
log, digital,  and  hybrid  computers. 
The  systems  Dr.  Apter  covered  in- 
cluded the  respiratory,  circulatory, 
renal  (kidney)  and  hepatic  (liver).

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HEW  MEMBER  TELLS 
OF  MALNUTRITION 

Dr.  Arnold  E.  Schaefer,  a repre- 
sentative of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  spoke 
recently  in  the  A.B.  Dick  auditorium 
on  “Malnutrition  USA  1969”. 

In  his  talk.  Dr.  Schaefer  indicated 
that  although  surveys  have  been  con- 
ducted on  thousands  of  individuals 
in  the  low  economic  sector,  there 
has  been  no  evidence  of  starvation 
or  wide-spread  gross  under-nutrition. 
Evidence  indicated,  however,  a high 
incidence  of  anemia  and  evidence 
in  the  goiter  belt  of  iodine  deficiency 
goiters,  said  Dr.  Schaefer. 

Dr.  Schaefer  is  chief  of  the  Nutri- 
tion program  in  the  National  Center 
for  Chronic  Disease  Control,  Bureau 
of  Disease  Prevention  and  Environ- 
mental Control,  Public  Health  Serv- 
ice, within  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare. 

Since  his  appointment  to  the  Public 
Health  Service  in  1955,  Dr.  Schaefer 
has  served  as  head  of  the  Nutrition 
Section  for  the  Office  of  International 
Research  and  the  National  Institute 
of  Health,  and  executive  director  of 
the  Interdepartmental  Committee  on 
Nutrition  for  National  Defense  (1C 
NND). 

He  received  his  B.S.  degree  from 
South  Dakota  State  University  in 
1939  and  a Ph.D.  from  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  in  1947. 

Dr.  Schaefer  has  published  ex- 
tensively on  nutrition  and  health 
problems.  He  is  co-author  of  the 
ICNND  Manual  for  Nutrition  Surveys.

Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  president 
of  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Med- 
ical Center,  announced  the  appoint- 
ment.

The  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Medical  Center  has  received  gifts  ex- 
ceeding $670,000  to  create  an  en- 
dowed chair  and  an  endowed  profes- 
sorship of  obstetrics  and  gynecology, 
Albert  B.  Dick  111,  chairman  of  the 
medical  center’s  board  of  trustees,' 
announced  recently. 

Mr.  Dick  said  the  chair  will  be 
known  as  the  John  M.  Simpson  Chair 
in  honor  of  its  donor.  Simpson,  who  is 
a hospital  trustee  and  chairman  of  the 
board  at  A.M.  Castle  & Co.,  preferred 
to  remain  anonymous  but  agreed  to 
an  announcement  to  encourage  addi- 
tional gifts  to  the  hospital  for  research 
and  education  in  the  field  of  women’s 
diseases. 

In  announcing  the  chair,  Mr.  Dick 
said  Mr.  Simpson’s  gift  of  $500,000 
was  prompted  by  his  “high  regard  for 
Dr.  Harry  Boysen.’’  Dr.  Boysen,  who 
recently  retired  as  chairman  of  the 
obstetrical  and  gynecological  divi- 
sion, was  succeeded  July  1 by  Dr. 
George  D.  Wilbanks,  the  first  occu- 
pant of  the  Simpson  Chair. 

In  addition  to  the  Simpson  Chair, 
the  Harry  Boysen  Professorship  in  ob- 
stetrics and  gynecology  has  been 
launched  by  the  Woman’s  Board.  Mrs. 
Herbert  C.  DeYoung,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Woman’s  Board,  an- 
nounced an  initial  gift  of  $40,000 
which  has  been  followed  by  contri- 
butions from  many  of  Dr.  Boysen’s 
patients. 

Mr.  Dick  stated  that  both  the  Simp- 
son Chair  and  Boysen  Professorship 
at  the  hospital  and  college  honor  Dr. 
Boysen  for  the  leadership  he  has 
shown  in  directing  the  programs  of 
graduate  medical  education,  research 
and  patient  care  in  obstetrics  and 
gynecology. 

Dr.  Boysen,  who  has  been  division 
chairman  since  1956,  has  been  affili- 
ated with  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
pital since  he  began  his  residency  in 
1930.  His  nearly  40  years  of  service 
have  included  positions  on  the  faculty 
of  Rush  Medical  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine, 
the  presidency  of  the  Chicago  Gyne- 
cological Society,  and  numerous 
memberships  in  academic  and  pro- 
fessional organizations.

Gough. 

“In  my  time  and  that  of  my  prede- 
cessors,” Dr.  Boysen  said,  “our  de- 
partments were  administered  by  men 
in  private,  practice  who  directed  the 
training  of  medical  students,  interns 
and  residents  towards  careers  as 
specialists  in  the  diseases  of  women 
as  our  contribution  to  our  profession 
and  to  the  hospital  where  we  our- 
selves were  trained.”

He  went  on  to  say,  “our  hospital 
and  most  particularly  our  newly- 
activated  Rush  Medical  College  are 
entering  a greatly  expanded  area  of 
medical  education,  research  and  pa- 
tient care.

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  out-reach 
program  aimed  at  treating  patients 
beyond  the  hospital’s  walls  has  ex- 
tended unofficially  to  Kathmandu,  Ne- 
pal, through  a former  affiliate — Miss 
Joyce  Cane.  Miss  Cane,  now  a Pan 
American  World  Airways  stewardess, 
recently  spent  three  months  as  a vol- 
unteer for  the  Thomas  A.  Dooley 
Foundation.  Working  in  Bir  Hospital, 
funded  by  the  Nepalese  government, 
Joyce  assisted  in  wards  and  in- 
structed student  nurses  in  the  proce- 
dures she  had  learned  as  a student  in 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing. 

“It  was  like  nursing  in  the  days  of 
Florence  Nightingale,”  said  Joyce  in 
describing  her  work  in  Kathmandu. 
“I  saw  diseases  I had  never  seen  be- 
fore,” and  “saw  only  two  cases  of 
chronic  heart  disease  the  whole  time 
I was  there — people  just  don’t  live 
that  long.” 

Joyce,  who  recalled  the  disposable 
supplies  she  used  so  automatically 
while  a nurse  in  pediatrics  at  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s,  added  that  “in 
Nepal  there  was  nothing  to  replace 
things  with.  At  first  I tried  to  get  the 
nurses  to  discard  needles  which  were 
blunt,  warped  or  twisted.  I soon  found 
out  that  you  don't  throw  anything 
away!” 

The  student  nurses  Joyce  instruct- 
ed at  Bir  Hospital  were  young — 16  to 
18  years  old.  She  taught  sterile  tech- 


niques and  patient  care,  and  when 
the  students  avoided  bathing  patients 
with  skin  diseases,  Joyce  performed 
the  procedure  over  and  over,  until  she 
had  allayed  their  fears. 

“Part  of  the  teaching  I did  was  in 
fundamental  hygiene,”  said  Joyce. 
“We  are  so  antiseptic  here,  and  every- 
one takes  it  for  granted.  I tried  to  ex- 
plain why  you  don’t  prepare  food  on 
the  floor.  When  someone  is  in  the 
hospital,  his  entire  family  comes  to 
visit.  They  bring  a hot  plate  and  cook 
on  the  floor,  as  is  frequently  the  cus- 
tom at  home.” 

“You  become  impressed  with  the 
people.  The  family  unit  is  so  close — 
there  is  always  someone  with  a pa- 
tient,” Joyce  added.  She  smiled. 
“Sometimes  it  is  hard  to  tell  who  is 
the  patient,  because  whoever  is  the 
oldest  in  the  family  gets  the  bed!” 

Joyce  is  one  of  162  young  women 
who  has  participated  in  the  Dooley 
Foundation  Stewardess  Program 
since  its  inception  in  1961.  The  stew- 
ardesses of  some  25  major  airlines 
who  receive  a three-month  leave-of- 
absence  to  volunteer  in  Southeast 
Asia  teach  English,  health  education, 
assist  in  a Tibetan  refugee  settlement, 
orphanage,  leprosarium,  or  hospitals. 

As  a 1965  graduate  of  our  school  of 
nursing  and  an  employee  for  nearly 
a year,  Joyce  has  extended  the  reach 
of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  to 
Kathmandu  by  virtue  of  her  own  vol- 
unteer efforts  in  the  area.

Since  July,  1969,  the  division  of 
nursing  has  expanded  the  nursing 
care  of  patients  through  a special 
program  designed  to  train  qualified, 
experienced  licensed  practical  nurses 
to  assume  additional  nursing  respon- 
sibilities. 

The  program,  unique  not  only  to 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  but 
also  to  Chicago,  was  implemented  by 
the  department  of  patient  care  edu- 
cation within  the  division  of  nursing.

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TWO  FAMILIES  SHARE  “SON  ” THOUSAND  MILES  APART 


GARDNER  HIGH  SCHOOL  TEAMMATES  urge  Chuck  Boyd  on,  as  he  nears  the 
finish  line.  Chuck,  the  son  of  Mrs.  Esther  Boyd,  a lab  helper  in  the  blood  bank,  is 
participating  in  the  Emissary  Program  sponsored  by  the  Ecumenical  Institute  of 
Chicago. 


For  almost  three  years  Mrs.  Esther 
Boyd,  an  employee  in  the  blood 
bank,  has  shared  her  youngest  son 
Charles  with  another  family  some 
thousand  miles  away.  The  separation 
has  been  difficult,  but  Mrs.  Boyd,  a 
lab  helper  in  the  blood  bank,  views 
the  situation  more  philosophically. 
"He  had  the  chance  to  leave  his  ghet- 
to neighborhood  for  a better  life  in  a 
New  England  home.  I’d  do  more  fear- 
ing if  he  were  here  with  me,”  she 
said. 

Two  years  ago  when  Chuck  was 
16,  he  became  interested  in  the  Ecu- 
menical Institute  of  Chicago.  He 
started  going  there  in  his  spare  time 
and  became  friends  with  Mrs.  Lela 
Jan,  who  eventually  was  the  key  per- 
son in  arranging  for  his  stay  in  Massa- 
chusetts. The  Institute  sponsors  the 
Emissary  Program  which  arranges  for 
youth  of  Chicago’s  inner  city  to  live 
and  study  in  predominately  white, 
suburban  communities  throughout 
the  United  States. 

Through  Mrs.  Jan,  plans  were  made 
for  Chuck  to  live  with  the  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Richard  Evans  and  their  four 
children  in  Gardner,  Mass.  Chuck’s 
departure  was  a trying  event  for  Mrs. 
Boyd,  but  she  said,  “He  was  given  a 
chance.” 

Being  the  only  black  In  an  all  white 
community  was  a new  experience  for 
both  Chuck  and  the  residents  of 


Gardner.  It  didn’t  take  long  for  Chuck 
to  become  an  active  part  of  the  fam- 
ily. “Every  member  must  do  his 
share,”  Mrs.  Boyd  said.  “Charles  had 
a paper  route  in  addition  to  his  other 
duties.” 

Having  been  the  youngest  child  in 
his  Chicago  family.  Chuck  soon  found 
out  what  it  is  like  to  be  the  “big  broth- 
er” with  his  Massachusetts  family. 
The  oldest  child  was  six. 

Last  June  Chuck  was  graduated 
from  Gardner  High  School  and  his 


two  “mothers”  proudly  watched  him 
receive  his  diploma.  “The  Evans  were 
so  excited  they  were  standing  up  and 
waving  to  Charles  from  the  audi- 
ence,” Mrs.  Boyd  said. 

She  received  the  red  carpet  treat- 
ment from  the  citizens  of  Gardner 
when  she  was  there.  “There’s  so 
much  love  in  that  town.  They  even  in- 
vited me  to  come  and  live.” 

Chuck  hasn’t  been  home  in  over  a 
year  and  his  outlook  on  life  has 
changed  considerably.  “When  he 
comes  to  visit  he  can’t  wait  to  get 
back  on  the  plane.  Chicago  isn’t  for 
him  anymore  and  his  two  older  broth- 
ers Nathaniel  and  Huey  have  a hard 
time  understanding  the  change  in 
him,”  she  explained. 

Since  moving  to  Massachusetts, 
Chuck  has  taken  up  mountain  climb- 
ing, swimming,  horseback  riding  and 
skiing.  This  summer  he  served  on  the 
staff  at  a Methodist  Conference  Cen- 
ter as  part  of  a “Black  Heritage” 
camp  in  Andover,  Mass.  He  is  now 
attending  a New  England  college 
where  he  is  majoring  in  education. 
“He  wants  to  be  a teacher  so  he  can 
help  others,”  his  mother  said. 

The  last  two  years  have  been  a 
learning  experience  for  both  Chuck 
and  the  people  of  Gardner.  They  per- 
haps, summed  it  up  best.  “Charles, 
in  his  warm,  friendly,  but  quiet  way 
has  reached  out  to  a great  many  peo- 
ple and  helped  them  to  understand 
some  new  things  about  human  be- 
ings, regardless  of  the  color  of  their 
skin.”

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RUSH  FACULTY  HEARS  STANFORD  SURGEON 

The  reactivation  of  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege and  the  planning  of  its  curricu- 
lum have  resulted  in  discussion  of 
many  trends  and  experiments  current 
to  medical  education.  One  of  the  fore- 
most questions  is  the  extent  and 
methods  of  teaching  gross  anatomy 
to  the  medical  student. 

Concerned  with  this,  the  Rush  fac- 
ulty called  upon  Dr.  Robert  A.  Chase, 
chairman  of  the  department  of  sur- 
gery at  Stanford  University,  to  pre- 
sent some  of  his  suggestions  and,  as 
Dr.  Mark  Lepper,  dean  of  Rush  Medi- 
cal College,  said,  “to  use  this  institu- 
tion in  the  development  of  his  ideas.” 

Dr.  Chase  conducted  an  informal 
session  at  11  a.m.  September  17,  in 
the  Allbright  Seminar  Room.  There 
he  advised  the  faculty  to  “listen  to 
the  students"  and  to  “incorporate 
them  in  the  planning  of  the  curricu- 
lum as  soon  as  the  school  begins.” 

Studies  at  Stanford  have  been  used 
in  order  for  the  faculty  to  become  re- 
sponsive to  student  needs,  com- 
plaints, and  dissatisfactions,  espe- 
cially in  the  subject  of  gross  anatomy. 

Because  student  dislike  of  gross 
anatomy  has  intensified  to  such  an 
extent.  Dr.  Chase  has  devoted  a great 
deal  of  his  time  re-evaluating  the

anatomy  curriculum  as  applied  in  the 
medical  schools. 

Dr.  Chase  has  found  that  entering 
medical  freshmen  cry  out  for  help 
when  confronted  with  the  voluminous 
amount  of  anatomy  they  must  learn 
and  with  the  duration  of  time  needed 
to  attain  that  knowledge. 

“In  order  for  the  student  to  assimi- 
late all  this  material  and  at  the  same 
time  find  it  relevant,”  said  Dr.  Chase, 
“he  must  be  stimulated  to  learn.  This 
cannot  be  successfully  accomplished, 
however,  when  the  motivation  to 
teach  gross  anatomy  is  so  low.” 

According  to  Dr.  Chase,  most  ana- 
tomy courses  are  taught  by  those 
whose  research  and  studies  are  cru- 
cial and  scholarly,  but  totally  unre- 
lated to  the  teaching  of  the  subject. 
While  they  believe  that  they  are  per- 
forming a service  to  the  student,  they 
actually  find  “no  joy  in  the  teaching 
of  the  subject.”  Student  learning  can 
only  suffer  when  teaching  is  such  a 
bore. 

Dr.  Chase  concluded  that  the 
teaching  of  anatomy  should  be  dele- 
gated to  those  who  want  to  teach  the 
subject.  Only  in  this  way  will  gross 
anatomy  gain  relevance  in  the  medi- 
cal school  curriculum.

will  be  the  faculty  lounge,  seven  and 
eight  will  be  used  by  attending  phy- 
sicians, and  Dr.  James  Campbell’s 
office  and  Rush  Medical  College  will 
occupy  the  ninth  floor.

HOSPITAL  PURCHASES 
EMPLOYE  SHUTTLE  BUS 

The  hospital  has  purchased  a 9- 
passenger  econo-line  shuttle  bus  for 
employes  who  travel  to  and  from  the 
parking  lots  and  public  transporta- 
tion. 

As  of  October  12,  the  original  shut- 
tle service  (Keeshin  Charter  Service) 
was  discontinued.  The  decision  was 
made  after  a 30-day  trial  period  in 
which  a study  was  done  on  the  route, 
schedule,  and  the  number  of  people 
using  the  bus. 

The  present  schedule  will  improve 
service  and  reduce  travel  time.  It  will 
be  driven  by  a member  of  the  hospi- 
tal’s security  department.  Other  hos- 
pital security  vehicles  are  available 
on  an  “as  needed”  basis.  Service  is 
available  24  hours  a day,  seven  days 
a week.

When  they  have  com- 
pleted the  study,  they  will  be  eligible 
for  a master’s  degree  in  hospital  and/ 
or  health  care  administration  from 
their  respective  schools. 

The  five  members  of  the  class  of 
1970-71  rotate  throughout  the  hospi- 
tal. Part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  pro- 
gram is  assignments  to  each  of  the 
major  administrative  and  clinical 
areas  in  the  hospital.  These  include 
general  administration,  patient  care 
services,  operations  support  services, 
financial  management,  development 
and  public  relations,  professional 
and  academic  affairs  and  community 
medicine.  Eight  weeks  are  set  aside 
for  elective  experience  and  individ- 
ual administrative  research  projects. 

The  exposure  of  the  program  in- 
cludes departmental  assignments,  at- 
tendance at  medical  staff  and  board 
of  trustee  meetings,  projects  of  ad- 
ministrative importance,  assignments 
to  community  and  health  care  agen- 
cies, and  regularly  scheduled  teach- 
ing conferences.  The  student  also  dis- 
cusses his  experiences  with  adminis- 


trative and  clinical  specialists. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to 
provide  students  with  an  opportunity 
to  acquire  the  knowledge,  philosophy 
and  administrative  skills  essential  for 
positions  of  leadership  in  hospital 
administration  and  other  health  care 
agencies. 

Members  of  the  class  of  1970-71 
include:  H.  Donald  Alexander,  Trinity 
University,  San  Antonio,  Tex.;  John 
Harenski  and  Miss  Jyl  Jacobowitz, 
both  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh; 
and  Steven  Rueter  and  John  Soder- 
holm, both  from  Washington  Univer- 
sity, St.  Louis.  Arnett  Mumford,  Geor- 
gia State  College,  will  start  the  pro- 
gram in  December. 

The  administrative  residency  pro- 
gram is  under  the  direction  and  pre- 
ceptorship  of  Gail  L.  Warden,  execu- 
tive vice  president  for  hospital  opera- 
tions of  the  medical  center  and  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  hospital. 

Last  year’s  graduates  include:  Sis- 
ter Janice  Campbell,  Sister  Anasta- 
sia Enright,  David  Schaeffer,  Kenneth 
Wilhelm  and  Henry  Buhrmann,  who 
was  appointed  assistant  to  the  dean.

WALDROP  RETIRES 
AFTER  20  YEARS 

William  F.  Waldrop,  director  of  the 
speech  and  hearing  rehabilitation 
clinic,  retired  recently  after  20  years 
at  the  hospital.  Officially  his  last  day 
was  August  31,  but  it  seems  he  isn’t 
quite  ready  to  play  golf  all  the  time.

Last  August  a young  couple  from  Kan- 
kakee kept  a tense  vigil  in  the  parking 
lot  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal, while  across  the  street  their  11- 
month  old  son  Robbie,  underwent 
heart  surgery. 

For  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  LaReau, 
it  was  an  experience  they  won’t  ever 
forget.  After  arriving  at  the  hospital, 
Robbie  was  admitted  and  two  days 
later  operated  on.  “He  was  always 
such  a happy  baby,  but  then  he 
started  crying  for  apparently  no  rea- 
son,” his  mother  said.  “About  a 
month  before  his  operation  he  turned 
blue,”  she  added. 

The  LaReaus  didn’t  know  how  long 
they  would  have  to  stay  and  after 
checking  with  area  hotels,  they  de- 
cided to  bring  a camper  trailer  from 
home.  “Mom  let  us  use  their  trailer 
and  the  parking  lot  rates  were  only 
$1.50  a day.  We  did  our  own  cooking, 
too,”  Mrs.  LaReau  said. 

Her  husband,  who  works  for  the 
EJ  & E Railroad,  stayed  with  Mrs. 
LaReau  the  first  week.  He  had  to  go 
back  to  work  so  her  mother  Mrs. 
Wayne  Jensen,  and  her  sister  Phyllis, 
came  the  second  week. 

Mrs.  LaReau  spent  as  much  time  as 
allowed  with  Robbie,  dashing  back  to 
the  trailer  for  a quick  lunch  and  short 
nap  between  2 and  3:30  p.m.  Her 
sleeping  hours  were  restless,  worry- 
ing about  Robbie  and  listening  to  the 
thunderous  roar  of  the  elevated  train 
overhead. 


The  couple  have  been  married  four 
years  and  Robbie  is  their  first  child. 
“I  think  that’s  why  Robbie’s  condition 
was  more  frightening.  I really  didn’t 
know  what  was  normal  and  what 
wasn’t,”  Mrs.  LaReau  said.  She  is 
seven  months  pregnant  and  says 
twins  could  be  a reality. 

Both  Mrs.  LaReau  and  Mrs.  Jensen 
praised  the  thoughtfulness  of  the 
parking  lot  staff  and  the  efficiency 


“I  really  couldn’t  tell  you  how  many 
phones  I’ve  installed  at  the  hospital, 
but  it’s  somewhere  in  the  thousands,” 
said  Herb  Meyer,  retiring  Illinois  Bell 
Telephone  employe. 

Meyer,  who’s  been  assigned  to 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  for 
the  past  12  years,  was  given  an  hon- 
orary employe  award  by  Dr.  James 
Campbell,  for  his  years  of  service  to 
the  hospital  at  a recent  retirement 
party.  “He’s  part  of  our  organization, 
a member  of  our  family,”  said  Dr.

MR.  MEYER  MADE  HONORARY  EMPLOYE 
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CARLETON  WINS  MACKINAC 


IT'S  ONE  LAST  LOOK  at  the  Chicago  skyline  for  Dr.  Richard  Carleton  and  his 
crew  as  they  set  sail  from  Monroe  Street  Harbor  in  a race  to  Mackinac  Island, 
Mich.,  in  his  33-foot  sloop,  the  Avante  (striped  sail).  The  Avante  won  1st  place  in 
its  section  after  a grueling  trip  through  hazardous  conditions.  They  left  at  1 p.m. 
Saturday,  July  18  and  333  miles  later  crossed  the  finish  line  at  10:45  p.m.  Mon- 
day, July  20. 


“Exhilarating!”  “Exhausting!”  “Ex- 
citing!” These  are  some  of  the  adjec- 
tives used  by  Dr.  Richard  A.  Carleton, 
director  of  the  section  of  cardio- 
respiratory diseases,  to  describe  his 
favorite  pastime,  sailboat  racing. 

As  this  year’s  winner  of  his  section 
in  the  Mackinac  Race,  Dr.  Carleton’s 
nautical  skills  were  put  to  a grueling 
test  by  this  highly  competitive  race 
sponsored  by  the  Chicago  Yacht  Club. 
As  the  highlight  of  the  Lake  Michigan 
sailboat  racing  season,  the  Mackinac 
Race  is  considered  analogous  to  the 
famed  Bermuda  Race.  It  is  an  invita- 
tional event  whose  participants  are 
critically  screened.  This  year’s  173 
competing  boats,  ranging  in  size  from 
27  feet  to  69  feet,  sailed  a charted 
course  from  the  Monroe  Street  Harbor 
to  Mackinac  Island,  Michigan,  a dis- 
tance of  333  miles. 

Dr.  Carleton  and  a crew  of  six 
boarded  his  33-foot  sloop,  the  Avante", 
and  sailed  at  1 p.m.  Saturday,  July  18, 
reaching  Mackinac  Island  at  10:46 
p.m.  Monday,  July  20.  This  year  less 
than  half  (83)  of  the  competing  boats 
were  able  to  complete  the  race.  Last 
year,  only  two  out  of  180  did  not  cross 
the  finish  line. 

According  to  Dr.  Carleton,  the  test 
of  “sheer  physical  endurance”  came 
Sunday  night  as  the  Avante' was  being 
maneuvered  past  Point  Betsie  and 
through  the  narrow  Manitou  Passage. 


Here,  the  crew  found  its  mental  and 
physical  strength  taxed  to  the  limit 
as  the  boat  was  tossed  in  40-60  miles 
per  hour  winds,  and  was  swept  with 
12-20  foot  seas  in  total  darkness. 

To  maneuver  his  boat  through  to  a 
successful  finish  required  skills  honed 
by  many  hours  of  competitive  sailing. 
This  year  alone.  Dr.  Carleton  partici- 
pated in  25  races.  Of  these,  he  placed 
first  in  seven  races,  among  them  the 
Columbia  Invitation  Regatta,  and  the 
Waukegan  - Chicago  Race.  Second 
place  was  achieved  in  five  races  and 
third  place  twice. 

Dr.  Carleton’s  sailing  career  began 
nine  years  ago  in  Florida.  Until  two 
years  ago  he  had  raced  only  small 
boats  (15  feet).  In  1969  he  placed 
second  in  the  Mackinac  Race  and  last 
January  began  preparing  the  Avante' 
for  this  year’s  triumph. 

His  wife  Nancy,  and  their  children 
Susan,  Bradford,  Margaret,  and  Jenni- 
fer share  his  zeal  for  sailing  and  have 
found  that  during  the  season,  from 
May  15  to  October  15,  nearly  every 
weekend  is  devoted  to  their  favorite 
sport. 

His  family’s  enthusiasm  has  no 
doubt  contributed  to  Dr.  Carleton’s 
excellent  sailing  record  which  has 
qualified  the  Avante'  as  a sectional 
contender  for  the  Chicago  Yachting 
Association’s  “Boat  of  the  Year” 
award. 


1971  CHARTER 
SEATS  AVAILABLE 

May  might  seem  far  away,  but  143 
people  have  already  made  reserva- 
tions on  the  1971  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  charter  flight  to  London  and 
Zurich.  There  is  a 30-person  waiting 
list,  but  reservations  are  still  being 
taken. 

The  charter  fare  of  $205,  which  in- 
cludes a $3  tax,  is  the  lowest  round- 
trip  jet  fare  ever  offered.  The  flight 
will  leave  on  May  8 and  return  May 
30.  All  arrangements  on  the  flight  are 
first  class  including  food,  drink,  and 
complimentary  flight  bag. 

The  1970  charter  is  available  to  all 
members  of  the  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  family  including  em- 
ployes, attending  and  house  staffs, 
volunteers.  Board  of  Trustees,  Wom- 
an’s Board,  Associates  and  Junior 
Associates,  the  Anchor  Cross  Soci- 
ety, and  members  of  the  staff  auxil- 
iaries. Charter  regulations  for  eligi- 
bility have  changed  this  year.  Only 
spouses  and  dependent  children  can 
accompany  a member  of  the  hospital 
family. 

A general  tour  for  those  interested 
will  include  England  and  the  Conti- 
nent with  stops  at  London,  Stratford- 
on-Avon,  Oxford,  Paris,  the  French 
and  Italian  Rivieras,  Pisa,  Rome, 
Florence,  Venice,  Innsbruck,  Lu- 
cerne and  Zurich.  There  will  also  be 
an  additional  tour  of  22  people  tour- 
ing Spain  and  Portugal.  Tour  prices 
haven’t  been  set  as  yet. 

Deposits  of  $55  per  passenger  are 
required  at  the  time  the  reservations 
are  made.  The  remainder  of  the  $205 
fare  may  be  paid  in  monthly  install- 
ments with  final  payment  no  later 
than  January  10,  1971. 

Full  refunds  can  be  given  in  case  of 
cancellation  until  January  10,  1971. 
After  that  date,  money  will  be  re- 
funded as  replacements  are  available 
to  fill  vacated  seats.

SYMPOSIUM  EXPLORES 
ALL  PHASES  OF  SKIING 

Chicago  area  physicians  and  sur- 
geons were  among  the  speakers  in 
a ski  symposium  held  October  24-25 
at  Presbyterlan-St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 
The  symposium,  co-sponsored  by  the 
hospital  and  the  National  Ski  Patrol, 
covered  the  psychological,  legal  and 
physical  aspects  relevant  to  today’s 
skier. 

Drugs,  their  increasing  use,  and 
their  effect  upon  a skier’s  perform- 
ance was  among  the  main  topics 
considered.  The  influence  of  fear  on 
novice,  intermediate  or  expert  skiers 
was  another  of  the  psychological 
aspects  explored. 

Legal  questions  focused  upon  ski- 
ing deaths  resulting  from  the  increas- 
ing number  of  older  skiers.  The  con- 
sideration of  physical  injuries  ranged 
from  practical  management  on  the 
slope  by  ski  patrolmen,  to  emer- 
gency room  care  and  the  long  term 
treatment  by  private  doctors.  Dis- 
cussion of  injuries  was  aimed  at  re- 
turning the  skier  to  the  slopes  In  the 
best  psychological  and  physical 
condition. 

The  symposium  was  an  official  re- 
fresher course  for  the  National  Ski 
Patrol,  but  it  was  also  geared  toward 
the  general  skiing  public.  It  was  the 
second  annual  ski  symposium 
planned  by  the  hospital  to  help  de- 
velop awareness  within  the  recrea- 
tional skier  of  what  is  required  for 
safe  and  enjoyable  participation  in 
the  sport.

UNION,  HOSPITAL  REACH  AGREEMENT 


A new  44-month  contract  negotiated 
between  the  Hospital  Employes  Labor 
Program  and  the  Medical  Center,  ef- 
fective on  November  9,  1970,  pro- 
vides for  an  immediate  wage  increase 
and  three  additional  wage  increases 
in  1971,  1972  and  1973. 

As  a result,  a new  minimum  wage 
of  $2.35  per  hour  has  been  estab- 
lished and  all  employes  in  the  bar- 
gaining unit  have  been  increased  by 
a minimum  of  thirty  cents  per  hour. 
Increases  of  30  cents,  20  cents  and 
20  cents  over  the  next  three  years 
will  bring  the  minimum  wage  in  1973 
to  $3.05  per  hour  with  longer  service 
employes  in  the  more  highly  skilled 
classifications  up  to  $4.00  per  hour 
at  that  time. 

In  addition,  a number  of  improve- 
ments in  the  benefit  program  were 
negotiated  providing  longer  vaca- 
tions, an  additional  holiday,  addi- 
tional relatives  covered  in  the  funeral 
leave  allowance,  more  free  life  in- 
surance, higher  sick  pay  benefits,  and 
other  benefits  which  are  detailed  on 
pages  six  and  seven  of  this  issue. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  new 
provision  is  for  the  creation  of  a fam- 
ily health  care  program  which,  at 
modest  monthly  cost  to  the  employe, 
will  provide  both  hospitalization  and 
full  coverage  of  medical  charges. 
This  concept  is  to  be  developed  in 
conjunction  with  the  medical  staff 
and  a target  date  of  July  1,  1971,  has 
been  established. 

Until  the  new  program  is  available, 
the  hospital  will  continue  to  provide 
free  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  coverage 


to  full  time  employes  and  make  avail- 
able family  coverage  at  employe  ex- 
pense and  option  as  before.  Employe 
health  service  continues  to  function 
for  pre-employment  physicals,  emer- 
gency care,  sick  call,  certain  inocu- 
lations and  as  a referral  center.  How- 
ever, until  the  new  program  is  made 
available,  employe  health  service  will 
not  add  individual  or  family  services. 
There  is  no  extension  of  care  at  this 
time.  Services  provided  are  un- 
changed. 

Employes  who  work  on  the  major 
holidays  will  no  longer  be  required  to 
accept  a compensatory  day  off  as  has 
been  past  practice.  Instead  of  the 
compensatory  day  off,  an  employe 
who  works  on  the  holiday  will  receive 
his  usual  eight  hours  of  straight  time 
pay  plus  an  additional  eight  hours  of 
pay  for  the  holiday,  totaling  16 
hours  of  pay  for  eight  hours  worked. 
However,  the  employe’s  birthday  and 
the  spring  holiday  will  always  be 
recognized  as  days  off  with  pay. 

200  FREE  TESTS  GIVEN 
TO  DETECT  DIABETIC 

Two  hundred  free  diabetes  tests  were 
administered  at  the  hospital  Novem- 
ber 17-19  in  coordination  with  Na- 
tional Diabetes  Week  November  15-21. 
Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical 
Center  was  one  of  five  participating 
hospitals  joining  in  this  service. 

The  blood  tests  were  geared  toward 
detecting  the  unknown  diabetic  and 
not  those  with  diagnosed  diabetes. 
Diabetes  ranks  seventh  in  fatal  dis- 
eases and  is  the  third  leading  cause 
of  blindness. 


The  weather  may  be  cold  outside,  but 
inside  the  action  is  sizzling  at  Duncan 
Medical  Center  YMCA  where  the 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Intra-Hospital 
Basketball  League  plays.

For  Your  Benefit . . . 

Employes  of  Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Medical  Center  are  among  the 
highest  paid  hospital  employes  in  the 
Chicagoland  area.  However,  pay  for 
services  doesn’t  stop  with  what  an 
employe  takes  home  in  his  paycheck. 
In  addition  to  salary,  there  are  a num- 
ber of  benefits  which  add  to  pleasure 
and  security.  All  of  these  extras  are 
for  the  employe’s  benefit. 

The  benefits  listed  apply  to  full- 
time employes.  They  are  also  provid- 
ed to  part-time  employes  working 
20  or  more  hours  per  week  on  a pro 
rata  basis.  Temporary  employes  and 
part-time  employes  working  less  than 
20  hours  per  week  do  not  receive 
paid  benefits. 

I.  PAID  LEAVE  FROM  WORK 
Paid  Vacations 

3 weeks  after  one  year 

4 weeks  after  eight  years 

4 weeks  plus  one  additional  day 
for  every  year  after  20  years  to  a 
maximum  of  five  weeks  (25  days) 
Paid  Holidays 

The  Medical  Center  provides  eight 
paid  holidays  for  employes:  New 
Year’s  Day,  spring  holiday.  Me- 
morial Day,  Independence  Day, 
Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving,  Christ- 
mas and  employe’s  birthday.  If  it 
is  necessary  for  an  employe  to 
work  on  the  holiday,  he  will  re- 
ceive double  time  for  the  time 
worked  in  lieu  of  the  holiday  off. 
Paid  Sick  Leave 

Ten  days  per  year  for  non-union 
employes  accruing  to  a maximum 
of  75  days. 

Twelve  days  per  year  for  union 
employes  accruing  to  a maximum 
of  75  days.  For  union  employes 
during  the  first  three  years  of  em- 
ployment, payment  of  sick  time 
begins  with  the  second  day  of  any 
one  illness.  After  six  months  of 
employment,  sick  time,  which  has 
accrued  starting  at  the  time  of 
employment,  can  be  utilized  as 
needed. 

Paid  Jury  Duty 

Full  pay  for  regular  hours  of  work 
missed  during  the  actual  period  of 
jury  service,  less  jury  duty  pay. 
Military  Reserve  Duty  Pay 
The  difference  between  military 
pay  and  regular  hospital  wages 
will  be  paid  for  up  to  two  weeks 
of  summer  camp  or  reserve  duty 
per  year. 

Paid  Funeral  Leave 

Three  days  paid  leave  may  be  al- 
lowed in  the  event  of  death  of  a

member  of  the  immediate  family, 
including  mother,  father,  hus- 
band, wife,  son,  daughter,  sister 
or  brother.  One  day  paid  leave 
may  be  granted  to  attend  funeral 
service  for  mother-in-law,  father- 
in-law,  grandparents  or  grandchil- 
dren. If  the  services  are  more 
than  200  miles  from  Chicago,  an 
additional  day  will  be  allowed. 
Rest  Periods 

Ordinarily  a ten-minute  rest  break 
is  provided  during  each  four-hour 
shift.  Arrangements  are  made  by 
the  supervisor  as  work  load  per- 
mits. 

II.  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 
PROGRAMS 
Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 
Comprehensive  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield  coverage  is  provided  to  all 
full-time  employes  at  no  cost.  The 
employe  may  enroll  in  family  plan 
coverage  by  paying  the  $19.04 
monthly  premium  through  payroll 
deduction. 

Employe  Health  Service 

Free  pre-employment  physical; 
Free  annual  chest  x-ray  and  re- 
quired laboratory  tests; 

Free  medical  consultation; 

Free  inoculations; 

Other  services  free  or  at  discount 
prices. 

Group  Life  and  Disability  Insurance 
The  Medical  Center  provides 
$3,000  life  insurance  to  all  full- 
time employes  at  no  cost.  The 
employe  may  elect  to  carry  addi- 
tional insurance  based  on  his  sal- 
ary at  a monthly  cost  of  25  cents 
per  $1,000  of  coverage. 

Also  provided  at  no  cost  to  the 
employe  is  disability  insurance. 
If  an  employe  is  disabled  by  non- 
work-related illness  or  accident, 
he  will  receive  payments  of  75 
per  cent  of  his  weekly  salary  up 
to  a maximum  of  $75  per  week, 
beginning  with  the  third  week  of 
disability  for  a maximum  of  13 
weeks.  If  an  employe  is  perma- 
nently and  totally  disabled,  addi- 
tional benefits  are  paid  after  six 
months  of  disability  based  on 
amount  of  life  insurance  carried. 
Workman’s  Compensation 
The  Medical  Center  pays  an 
amount  equal  to  an  employe’s 
contribution  toward  Social  Secur- 
ity, matching  the  employe’s  con- 
tribution dollar  for  dollar.  Bene- 
fits include  a death  payment, 
payments  for  total  disability  and 
retirement  benefits. 


Pension  Program 

The  Medical  Center  provides  a 
pension  program  for  long  service 
employes.  All  full-time  employes 
are  automatically  included  in  the 
program  after  three  years  of  ser- 
vice and  the  entire  cost  is  paid 
by  the  Medical  Center.  The  nor- 
mal retirement  date  is  age  65,  but 
reduced  benefits  are  available  at 
age  62.  The  amount  of  the 
monthly  pension  is  based  on 
years  of  service,  earnings  and 
age  at  retirement.  For  all  retires 
drawing  a monthly  pension,  the 
Medical  Center  provides  free 
$1,000  life  insurance  and  the 
Over-65  Blue  Cross  insurance  to 
supplement  Medicare. 

III.  MISCELLANEOUS  BENEFITS 
Educational  Aid 

Tuition  reimbursement  is  provid- 
ed through  the  training  depart- 
ment for  full-time  employes  com- 
pleting approved  courses  at  ac- 
credited colleges  or  universities. 
Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  tui- 
tion is  paid  up  to  a maximum  of 
$300  annually.  The  training  de- 
partment schedules  high  school 
and  college  credit  courses  for 
interested  employes,  usually  at  no 
charge. 

Payroll  Savings  Plan  and  Credit 

Union  employes  are  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  credit  union  of 
Teamster  Local  743,  with  payroll 
deductions  for  saving  and/or  re- 
payment of  loans. 

All  employes  may  participate 
in  a savings  program  through 
payroll  deductions  in  cooperation 
with  the  Northern  Trust  Bank. 
Purchase  of  United  States  Savings 
Bonds  is  also  arranged  through 
this  banking  program. 

Consumer  Discount  Program 
Employes  may  participate  in  the 
United  Buying  Service  program 
where  they  can  purchase  a vari- 
ety of  major  items  at  discount 
prices.  For  more  information, 
please  call  778-3400. 

Employe  Cafeteria 
Hot  meals,  sandwiches  or  snacks 
are  available  to  employes  at  rea- 
sonable costs.  The  cafeteria  is  re- 
stricted to  employes  only  during 
the  main  lunch  hours  (11:30  a.m.

“How  far  can  I advance  in  the  hospi- 
tal?” This  is  a question  which  is  often 
asked  by  applicants  during  an  em- 
ployment interview  at  the  hospital. 
The  answer  which  is  given  to  these 
applicants  deserves  repeating  to  all 
of  the  staff. 


“Employes  are  eligible  and  are  en- 
couraged to  advance  to  positions  for 
which  they  are  qualified.  If  an  em- 
ploye needs  additional  skills,  training 
or  education  in  order  to  advance,  the 
hospital  helps  the  employe  through 
the  training  and  development  depart- 
ment or  the  utilization  of  outside  edu- 
cational programs.” 


The  policy  of  upgrading  and  pro- 
moting present  employes  is  one  of 
the  goals  of  the  human  resources  de- 
partment. The  hospital  benefits  when 
an  employe  performs  well  and  ad- 
vances through  the  organization.  An 
employe  with  experience  in  the  hos- 
pital is  an  excellent  candidate  for 
filling  a new  position  because  he  or 
she  knows  the  organization  and  can 
become  immediately  productive  in  a 
new  department.

“Employes  are 
often  hesistant  to  inquire  about  a job 
opening  because  they  feel  they  are 
unqualified.  They  sometimes  need  a 
little  encouragement  to  check  out  the 
openings.” 

Statistics  prove  Stiefbold  right.  The 
transport  service  presently  consists 
of  56  full-time  transport  specialists, 


28  of  these  men  and  women  have 
been  upgraded  from  other  depart- 
ments in  the  hospital.  In  addition, 
eight  out  of  56  employes  have  ad- 
vanced to  other  positions  in  the  hos- 
pital from  transport  service  during 
this  year.  Not  a bad  record!
